eratic leader! 

For utter wildness, the scene in the house 
‘today has never been equaled! 

Pandemonium reigned supreme! 

Democratic members went wild with excite- 
ment and anger, and the dictatorial speaker 
syas denounced in the strongest terms. 

But Tom Reed deserved every word of it! 

He formally set up his dictatorship today, 
and the house of representatives is yet’ border- 
ing on a state ofanarchy. Not even during 
the exciting discussions on the force bill in 
1873, was there a scene of such intense excite- 


ment, or one more wildly tumultuous, 
than when the burly giant, Tom 
Reed, the chozen czar of a republican 


caucus, broke down a constitutional protection 
to the minority which has remained unshaken 
during all the political storms that have swept 
through the people’s branch of congress since 
the inception of government, and which no 
speaker, even during the heated parliamentary 
struggles over the extension of slavery, the 
fiercest strife of the civil war, or the more ex- 
citing struggles of the reconstruction period, 
has dared to lay violent hands upon. 
A DESPERATE PARTY j|EXPEDIENT. 

As a desperate party expedient, Speaker 
Reed decided against the specific words of the 
constitution, against his own former decision, 
and avainst the decisions of every court in the 
land that has had occasion to pass upon the 
question that less than 4 majority could pass a 
motion. As ex-Speaker Carlisle put it, if 

teed is right, then one man has as much right 
to pass a bill or make the journal as 166—a 
awful majo rity. 

Just after the house met, a motion was made 
to take up the Smith-Jackson contested elec- 
tion case. Judge Crisp raised the question of 
consideration, and an aye and no vote was 
taken. The democrats, upon the advice of 
Judge Crisp, refused to vote. However, 
Messrs. Cowles, Buckalew and Covert voted 
by mistake. ‘All three asked to withdraw 
their votes before the vote was announced, but 
the dictator refused to recognize them. 

Then Mr. Covert, of New York, shrewdly 
asked to be allowed to change his vote. The 
speaker consented, and when the clerk called 
his name he simply said: 

“T will vote later.” 

Thus he euchred the speaker, and his vote 
was not counted. 

THE VILLAIN IN THE CHAIR. 

During the roll call Mr. Reed had been 

watching the democratic members and mark- 


‘ing down the names of those he saw present 


who refused to vote. 

When he announced the vote, it was 161 
ayes and 2 noes. “No quorum” was called, 
when Mr. Reed proceded to announce. the 
names of members he saw present who had 
refused to vote, and directed the clerk to re- 
cord them in the journal as present. 

A loud shout of approval went up from the 
republican fside, and at the same instant 
eyery democrat was on his feet protesting. 

Just imagine the scene! 
with representatives; galleries all around, 
packed and jammed with people; every mem- 
ber on the floor upon his feet; the mass of 
men on one side jeering and applauding; an 
equal number on the other angered and en- 
raged, shaking their fists at the presiding 
officer, denouncing his dictatorial decisions, 
and yelling in derision: ‘‘Czar, czar, dictator, 
dictator, revyolution.”’ 

‘‘Silver-haired”’ Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
rushed to the front, andin a voice of thunder 
yelled at Tom Reed: 

“T denounce the speaker in resorting to 
this.”’ 

Then every democrat rose to his feet. Shout 
after shout, yell after yell, went up from every 
man until the stained-glass ceiling vibrated as 
though it would break. . 

From the republican side came back the 
shout: ‘‘Listen to the rebel yell!” 

THE WILD CONFUSION. 

But nothing would stop it. Members jumped 
up on their seats, threw papers and books in 
the air, and shook their fists at each other 
until it seemed there would be a veritable riot. 

Tom Reed’s face reddened, but he knew 
there was no use in trying to maintain order, 
and remained quietly in his seat. 

As matters quieted somewhat, Mr. Hatch 
yelled: ) : 

“The speaker, by announcing my name, has 
broken an honorable pair I had with a gentle- 
man onthe otherside. I have not voted all 
the week, and I denounce him.” 

Then another shout went up. 

Mr. O'Farrell, of Virginia, cried out, point- 
ing his finger at Reed: 

“Tt is not for you, sir, to say whether I shall 
vote or not. I am only responsible to my 
constituents for my vote.” . 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, thundered out: 

‘Sir, I was not present when my name was 
ealled. You utter an untruth when you say I 
‘was present.”’ 

‘Then Mr. Bland and a dozen others de- 
mounced the speaker inthe most vigorous 
terms, amid the plaudits of the democrats and 
the jeers of the republicans. 

Mr. Cowles, of North Carolina, became so 
excited that he cried out: 

‘We'll fight for it, and throw that man out 
of the chair!” 

With this he started towards the speaker, 
drawing up his coat sleeves as he walked. 
However, jie was headed off by less ex- 
cited democrats, and persuaded to desist from 
such a course. 

REED READS HIS PIECE. 

After, perhaps, twenty minutes of such wild 
Scenes, the members quieted down from mere 
exhaustion, and then the chair proceeded to 
Say that the minority had the right to appeal 
from the decision of the chair. 
had seen the members present, and had di- 
rected that the record show a quorum present 
as directed by the constitution. 

Then he cited a question of the kind that 
bad been raised in the New York senate when

He said he ‘ 


Governor Hill was president, in which Hill 
had ruled as he had just done. He said it had 
been considered here, having been raised by 
Randolph Tucker. The house had, however, 
decided against it, and the minority had the 
right to appeal. He then cited other cases in 
state legislatures, but took Governor. Hill’s de- 
cision as his text, as it were. He concluded 
by saying: ‘““The chair rules a querum present.”’ 
THE GALLANT GEORGIAN. 

Judge Crisp quickly appealed, when Mr. 
Payson, of Illinois, moved to lay it on the 
table. 

Judge Crisp demanded to be heard, but Mr. 
Reed refused, and was about to put the vote. 

Then Judge Crist became indignant, and, in 
the most highly dramatic manner, pointed to 
Reed, and said: 

“Sir, this is unjust, unfair and unmanly on 
your part. I appeal to you, sir, as aman, to 
allow the minority to be heard.” 

With this the democrats again arose and 
with one voice cried out: ‘‘We demand 
it.” 

At this instant, big Honest Ben Butter- 
worth, an Ohio republican, rushed out into 
the main aisle and protested. 

‘The democrats have a right to be heard,”’ 
he cried. “I hope the gentleman from 
Illinois will withdraw his motion to lay it on 
the table.’’ : 

Reed wilted when the brainiest man in 
his own party refused to sustain 
his arbitrary and dishonest methods, and sul- 
lenly announced that the gentleman from 
Georgia might proceed. 

Then Judge Crisp made the greatest and 
most thorough speech of his life and one of the 
greatest speeches of the kind ever made in 
congress. He covered himself with glory, 
and not only the whole _ state of 
Georgia, but the entire south, should 
feel proud of this .man. who, _ by 
brains, nerve and ability has made himself the 
great democratic leader of the It ouse of repre- 
sentatives. Not even Sam Randall in his 
palmiest days could have fought with more 
force and vigor than he, nor has a great party 
ever applauded a leader more than the demo- 
crats did Judge Crisp today. 

He first argued against Reed’s docision on 
constitutional grounds. "When he took up a 
Similar case, which came up once before in 
the house, and read from the speech 
of Garfield and Blaine, both of whom 
denounced it as unconstitutional and unjust. 
But the telling part of his speech came out 
when he quoted from Speaker Tom Reed him- 
self, in a speech made during the second ses- 
sion of the forty-sixth congress, in opposition 
toa similar ruling when Reed had said: “The 
constitutional idea of a quorum is not the pres- 
ence of a majority ofall the niembers of the 
house, buta majority of the men present and 
participating in the business.’’ Then Reed 
became white in the face; the blood seemed to 
have left his body, and he played nervously 
with the gavel. Judge Crisp had him, and he 
seemed to feel that he had been floored, dis- 
graced, killed, politically. But that was not 
all. Judge Crisp had not done with 
him. ‘‘Now, Mr. Speaker,’’ he said; ‘I shall 
quote from you further. You have expressed 
our sentiments exactly. Not today, but in the 
same speech I have just quoted from. The 
question could not be better expressed than in 
these words of yours: ‘‘It is not the visible 
presence of a quorum of members, but their 
judgmentand their votes, that the constitution 
calls for. Now, Mr. Speaker,’’ continued 
Judge Crisp, “I appeal from Phillip drunk to 
Phillip sober.” 

Reed turned even whiter and the democrats 
applauded and laughed derisively. 

Reed mustered up his courage to say: ‘*The 
house will have the kindness to be in order,’’ 
and this was followed by greater laughter. 
Then speaking of Tucker’s amendment, which 
Reed had referred to, Judge Crisp said: 

‘So forciful were the arguments of Blaine, 
Garfield and yourself, Mr. Speaker, that Mr. 
Tucker withdrew his amendment and never 
asked fora vote. I have not read all of your 
remarks, Mr. Speaker,’’ said Judge Crisp, 
‘but I think enough to show a conclusive 
reply to your argument of today. Could it be 
more tersely put,’’ he said. ‘‘What reason 
has the distinguished speaker, in deciding the 
question today, given for his change of con- 
vietion. He has presented a decision of 
a presiding officer in New York. I say, 
without reference to that particular presiding 
officer, with Mr. Blaine, thatin all legislative 
bodies, wherever that custom prevailed, it has 
given rise to scandal; it has been the cause of 
more fraud and scandal than has ever obtained 
in legislative history. When you adopt it, 
says Mr. Blaine, you stand on the brink of a 
volcano.”* 

DISCUSSING HILL’S RULING. 

Then’ Mr. Haughon, of Wisconsin, asked 
what was the result of the decision in New 
York. 

Mr. Springer jumped to his feet, and an- 
swered that all the republican members, in- 
cluding Mr. Lansing, now on this floor, de- 
dounced the action of Governor Hill as uncon- 
stitutional and revolutionary, and the “demo- 
crats applauded again. 

Mr. Lansing replied that he was entirely 
converted to Governor Hill’s argument. 

‘But not until now,” said Mr. Springer, and 
applause arose another time. 

Judge Crisp thus went on, but Reed was 
afraid to hear more, and as a republican inter- 


rupted him, Reed announced _ that 
when Crisp yielded, he gave up the 
floor. 


“T will not yield, then. Your parliamentary 
law is an unknown region to me.’’ 

Then the judge continued to discuss Reed’s 
various arbitrary decisions, and completely 
took the hide off him, so to speak. 

At the conclusion of Judge Crisp’s speech, 
the democrats applauded two or three minutes, 
and crowded around to congratulate him on 
his master effort, 

Mr. Cannon followed Judge Crisp in a 
very feeble effort to sustain the speaker, in 
which he was applauded only once, and that 
was when, by his wild gesticulation, he struck 
a passing page boy. 

CARLISLE ON THE FLOOR. 

Then ex-Speaker Carlisle took the floor, and 
made a splendid argument against Reed’s rul- 
ing, in which he completely dissected it, show- 
ing that, if the speaker has the right to count 
a quorum, we never could passa bill. “If the 
decision is confirmed,’ he said, ‘‘there is no 
longer any safety for the people of this coun- 
trb. The ruling works a complete revolution 
in the transaction of the business of this 


house.”’ 
As Mr. Carlisle sat down Mr. McKinley 


moved to.adjourn, showing that he and the re- 
publicans were sick, and felt badly worsted. 
But the matter comes up tomorrow, and, of 
course, itis but natural that Reed’s decision 
will be sustained, as the doubting republicans 
can be gotten into line by the vigorous use of 
the party lash. However, it is revolutionary 
in the extreme, and with such a rale members 
simply become automaton’s in the hand of the 
speaker. 

Reed will be the czar. 

He can pass and kill measures at his will. 


| He can unseat democrats and seat republicans 


as he desires.

The Course of the Debate. 
By the Associated Press. 

WasHINGTON, January 29.—Almost imme- 
diately after the house met Mr. Dalzell, of 
Pennsylvania, called up the election case of 
Smith vs. Jackson, from the fourth West Vir- 
ginia district, 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, raised the question of 
consideration. On this vote, the democrats, 
with three exceptions—Buckalew, Covert and 
Cowles—refrained from voting. While the 
clerk was calling the roll the speaker was Care- 
fully noting the names of those democrats who 
were present and not voting. 

Before the announcement of the yote Mr. 
Rogers, of Arkansas, who had inadvertently 
voted in the affirmative, decided to withdraw 
his vote, but he was met with astorm of ob- 
jections from the republican side. a 

Mr. Rogers endeavored to secure & ruling 
from the speaker on the question, in order that 
he might enter an appeal, but the speaker de- 
clined to rule. 

Mr. Covert, of New York, changed his vote 
from the negative to the affirmative. 

Mr. Rogers was then given permission to 
changé his vote, as was also Mr. Cowles, of 
North Carolina. 

The vote was announced as standing: Yeas 
161, nays 2. 

Mr. Crisp raised the point of no quorum. 

THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 

The Speaker—The chair directs the clerk to 
record the following names of members pres- 
ent and refusing to vote. 

This statement was the signal for a burst of 
applause from the republicans and of jeers 
from the demccrats. 

The clerk then proceeded to read the names 
of democrats whom the speaker had jotted 
down as being present and not voting. 

Mr. Crisp desired to appeal from the decision 
of the chair. The gpeaker replied that in due 
time, he would allow the gentleman every 
proper appeal to the house in an orderly fash- 
ion, as the chairwould demonstrate to the sat- 
isfaction of the house. 

The speaker then proceeded to make his 
statement. The clerk, he said, ‘‘had an- 
nounced of members voting 161 yeas; 2 nays. 
The chair thereupon, having seen the members 
present and haying heard their names called 
in their presence, had directed a record to be 
made of the fact. Accordingly that question 
was now before the house, and the~chair pro- 
posed to give the statement, accompanied by a 
ruling from which an appeal could be taken if 
any gentleman was dissatisfied therewith.” 

REED RESUMES HIS STATEMENT. 

Mr. Crisp—In advance, I enter an appeal. 
(Laughter.] 

The speaker, continuing, said that for some 
considerable time afusion of this nature had 
been raised in many parliamentary assem- 
blages and there had been a great deal of doubt, 
especially in this body, on the subject. The 
chair well recollected a proposition of this 
kind made by Mr. Randolph Tucker, of Vir- 
ginia, an able’ constitutional lawyer, 
as well as an able member of this house. The 
matter had been somewhat discussed, and the 
proposition was made with’ regard to putting 
itin the rules. The general opinion, which 
prevailed at that time, was that it was ex- 
pedient todo so. Some men had grave doubts 


whether it was proper to make. such an 
amendment to the rules as would con- 


Stitute the persons present a _ part 
of a quorum. The evils which 
had resulted from the other course 


had not been apparent then as now; and no 
such careful study had been then given to the 
subject as was given at the present time. That 
had taken place in 1880. Since then there 
had been various arguments and yarious de- 
cisions by very eminent gentlemen on the sub- 
ject, and these decisions had very much 
cleared up the question and rendered it much 
more apparent what the true rule was. One 
of the tirst places where the question had been 
raised was in the senate of the state of New 
York. The present governor of. New York 
had been presiding officer, and upon him had 
rested a duty similar to that which now 
rested upon the _ speaker. He __—ihad 
met that duty in precisely the same manner. 
The question in New York had arisen on the 
constitutional necessity of havingthe efforts 
of members to constitute a quorum for the 
passage of acertain bill, and the presiding 
ofticer had held that the constitutional provi- 
sion as toa quorum was entirely satisfied by 
the presence of the members, evenif they did 
not vote. Accordingly he had directed 
the recording officer of the assembly, 
as a part of the record of the. trans- 
action, toput down the names of members 
of the senate who were present and refused to 
vote in precisely the manner which the pres- 
ent occupant of the chair had adopted. That 
decision could not be regarded as in any sense 
partisan, at least as he solved it. There had 
also been a decision in the state of Tennessee, 
where the provision of law required two-thirds 
of the members to constitute a quorum, In 
the legislature of 1885 the registration bill had 
been pending, which was objected to by the 
republican members of the house. On the 
third reading the republicans had re- 
fused to vote, whereupon the speaker 
had directed the clerk to count as present 
those not voting, and had declared the bill as 
passed on that reading. Those two decisions, 
the first made in 1883 and the other in 1885, 
seemed tothe present occupant of#the chair to 
cover the ground; but there was an entirely 
familiar process which every old member 
would recognize whereby the opinion of the 
chair is incontestible evidence of recognition 
at all times of the right to record the members 
present as constituting a part ofa quorum. It 
had been almost an every-day occurrence at 
certain stages of the session for votes to be an- 


nouced by the chair containing obviously and | 


emphatically no quorum. Yet, if the point 
was not made, the bill was always declared 
passed, and that could only be om a very dis- 
tinct basis, and that was that everybody pres- 
ent silently agreed to the fact that there was a 
quorum. There was no ground on which; by 
any possibility, such a bill could be passed 
constitutionally unless the presence of a quorum 
was inferred, and it was inferred from the fact 
that no one had raised the question. 
methods of determining a vote were of equal 
value. A count by the chair, anda count by 
tellers, and a count by the yeas and nays were 
of equal value. The house had the right, on 
the call of one-fifth of the members, to have a 
yea and nay vote, and then on that the ques- 
tion was decided, but the decision in each of 
the other cases was of precisely the same value. 
It had always been the practice in parlia- 
mentary bodies of this character, and ially 
in the parliament of Great Britain, for the 
speaker to determine the question of* which 
Was or not a quorem present by the count. It 
was because that was a determination of an 
actual fact, and the determination of that was 
entrusted to the presiding officers in almost all 
instances, so that when the question was raised 
whether there was a quorum or not, without a 
special arrangement for determining it, 
it would be determined by a count 
by the presiding officer. Again there was a 
provision in the constitution which declared 
that the house might establish rules for com- 
— the attendance ofmembers. If mem- 

rs could-be present, and refuse to exercise 
their functions, and yet not be counted asa 
quorum, that provision would seem tobe en- 
tirely nugatory. The speaker then read at 
length Governor Hill’s decision, when presid- 
ing officer of the New York senate, and langh- 
ter and applause by the repub greeted 
the reading of the sentences the action 
of the minority was deno as rebellious 
-and revolutionary. . 

THE SPEAKER'S RULING.

BUTTERWORTH SAW IT WAS UNFAIR.

| CRISP CORNERS REED. 

Mr. Crisp then obtained the floor, and made 
an impassioned argument against thespeaker’s 
ruling. 

Mr. Crisp said that the decision of the 
speaker was overturning an wninterrupted 
practice of 100 years, and was going directly 
in the face of arguments of distinguished re- 
publicans who had considered this very ques- 
tiog. This was the first time in the history. of 
the government that a speaker had decided 
that he could go behind the roll call provided 
for by the constitution. This was more than a 
miereé question of rules. It was a constitutional 
right—the right to have the yeas and nays 
entered on the journal—and it necessarily fol- 
lowed that when the constitution said the yeas 
and nays should be so entered, theyj could not 
be added to or taken from. Todeny that 
proposition was to take from the constitution 
the value it was intended to ss. He then 


ucted from Speaker Blaine’s ruling om the 
orce bill, to the effect that , the 
speaker had not the wer to 
coumt or. command, and declared the 


decision just made by Speaker Reed, would 
be the foundation of the greatest legislative 
frauds ever committed. Republican members 
were now invited by the speaker to sustain 
him in a ruling, which leading republicans 
have stated would have a tendency to bring 
scandal upon their names. The house was in- 
vited here, Mr. Crisp said, to pursue a course 
which Mr. Blaine had declared to be revolution- 


ary, The remedy of the majority here was that | 


which Mr. Blaine had declared (on that occa- 
sion) not tobe a remedy—that was that the 
majority of the house could legislate, and 
so, today, the republicans of the house could 
legislate by siggply bringing in their men and 
keeping a quorum of them in the house. The 
democrats stood on their constitutional right 
to have the yeas and nays entered on the jour- 
nal, and when that right was exercised there 
could be no appeal from what the journal said 
as to who were present and voting by yeas and 
naySss ; 

He quoted Mr. Garfield as denouncing a 
similar rule when it was proposed in his time, 
and asking the questions, ‘‘Who was to control 
the seeing of the speaker?’’ and ‘How do we 
know but that the speaker may see forty mem- 
bers (for his own purpose) more than there are 
in the house.’’ 

Hé also quoted from remarks of Mr. Reed 
(present speaker) in the same debate when he 
used'these words: ‘The coustitutional idea 
of quornm is not the physical presence of a 
majority of members of the house, but a ma- 
jority of the members present and partici- 

ating in the business of the house.”

The speaker in his blandest manner and 
i free from every trace of excitement, 
Said:

Order was restored and Mr. Crisp went on 
with his argument. 

TRYING TO CONFUSE CRISP. 

At this time there was another great tumult 
and uproar, Mr. Kerr and others desiring to 
put some questions to Mr. Crisp, but the 
speaker soon succeeded in restoring compara- 
tive order. 

Mr. Crisp said that Mr. Outhwaite’s state- 
ment showed the force and power of Mr. Gar- 
field’s argument, and he went on to quote 
another remark of Mr. Garfield, in the same 
discussion, that the speaker’s count of the 
house under the existing rules could always be 
controlled by a count by tellers. ‘“We have 
lived,’ said Mr. Crisp, ‘through a great 


civil war, when ‘there was excitement 
almost unparalleled in the his- 
tory of parliamentary action, yet 


during all these years, no man on this floor, 
no party, has ever before deemed it necessary 
to introduce a bill which would give the power 
of declaring the presence of members by the 
single voice of one person. [Applause on the 
democratic side. ] 

In common with every member on his side, 
he demanded that there should be a public ex- 
hibition of the question—a public record o 
the vote—that there should be tellers if de- 
manded;that there should be the yeas and 
nays if demanded, and that the yeas and nays 
should determine how each member of the 
house voted. He quoted Shakespeare’s lines: 

“Like a scurry politician pretended 
To see the things he does not.” 

“Such politicians,” he said, “might come 
here on either side, and under the force of cir- 
cumstances and the impetuous passions of 
members, declare that they saw what they saw, 
not either with or without glass eyes. [Ap- 
plause.] 

THE REPUBLICANS ANSWERED. 

Mr. Crisp was asked from the republican side 
what had been the result of the decision in 
New Yoyk referred to by the speaker. The 
question was answered by Mr. Springer to the 
effect that the action of Mr. Hill on that occa- 
sion had been denounced by all the democrats 
of the New York legislature as revolutionary. 

Mr. Crisp was proceeding to read ‘the press 
report.of the last republican caucus, but was 
immediately called to order by Mr. Kerr, and 
the objection was sustained by the speaker. 

THE DECISION IS UNJUST. 

Mr. Crisp—I will say with perfect frankness 
and candor that I do not myself believe what 
I was about to read would throw any li ght on 
the question as to whether an appeal should 
be sustained or not. ButI do allege that it 
would throw some light on the question of the 

urpose of the reg same | and that it would go 
far, or wholly, to justify the minority in resist- 
ing by any method, rather to allow ‘an unfair 
and unjust decision of the speaker.

Loud cheers from the galleries and general 
hand clapping of democratic members greeted 
Mr. Crisp’s peroration. There was complete 
8 and apathy on the republican side. 

CANNON’S REMARKS. 

Mr. Cannon replied to Mr. Crisp. Whatever 
might have been said bearing on the question 
by this great man, or by that great man, was 
only entitled to respectful consideration. 
After all, the question was to be decided 
here and now in the light of the crown judg- 
ment at the close of the nineteenth century. 
His observation had been that as the years 
rolled round, and as time changed, new rem- 
edies and reasonable remedies had to be 
found under the constitution for the 
difficulties and evils that had been tol- 


violate the letter or spirit of the 
constitution. As they disagreed, they 
Should consult the constitution. For, 


after all, in the constitution they had made of 
ascertaining what a quorum was, and if by the 
constitution there was a quorum present to- 
day, the country would sustain the house of 
representatives in going on and legislating. 
{Cheers on the republican side. ] 

The constitution provided as follows: 

“Each house shall be the judge of election re- 
turns and qualifications of its own members, and 
a majority of each house shall constitute a quorum 
to do business.”’ 

Did the constitution say that a majority 
should be required to vote for a measure, mo- 
tion or resolution, in order to pass it at all? It 
merely said that a majority of each house 
should constitute a quorum to do business. He 
had no recollection during his service in the 
house of such a question being raised 
and decided, and the decision appealed from, 
but able democratic members—Randolph 
Tucker, of Virginia, and others—had taken 
the position in debate in the forty-sixth con- 

ess which the speaker took today. His col- 

eagne (Springer) had argued in the same line. 
Mr. Cannon laid down a proposition, in con- 
clusion, that, by general parliamentary law 
and under the constitution, when a quorum is 
present, when that fact is certain,and when 
there is a majority voting in favor of a meas- 
ure, that measure is adopted, whether it 


be a motion, resolution or law. He 
believed that good morals, a good con- 
stitution, good laws, good sound pub- 
lic common sense and decency, all 


demanded of the speaker, (when he announced 
the fact of the presence of over fifty members, 
more than a quorom, and called their namés) 
to declare the result of a vote as adopted by a 
majority of the house. He believed that 
thereby the constitution was satisfied in forin 
aud substance and that the people all over the 
country would justify that course. He would, 
therefore, vote to sustain the decision of the 
chair. [Applause on the republican side]. 
MR. CARLISLE JOINS IN. 

Mr. Carlisle sald: “This decision, strictly 
speaking, is nota question of parliamentary 
law in the proper sense of the word. , It isa 
question of constitutional law. Nospeakerever 
satin that chair and undertook to hold that 
less than a quorum can pass any bill or vote in 
this house. Until this morning, I repeat, no 
presiding officer in this house has ever held 
that it wascompetent for less than a quorum 
of the meiibérs-cléct t6 this house could pass 
any motion or bill, and all have, from the be- 
ginning of congress down to this day, held that 
a@ majority must not only be presant to consti- 
tute a quorum, but that the quorum must par- 
ticipate in legislation. 

Mr. Carlisle then quoted the section of the 
constitution which provides for the keeping of 
the journal and for the entering upon it of the 
yeas and nays when demanded before a fifth of 
the members present, and also that section 
which states that less than a quorum can ad- 
journ from day to day, and can compel the at- 
tendance of absent members. ‘‘Now, the con- 
stitution,’’ continued Mr. Carlisle, ‘‘did not 
say in express terms thatin order to transact 
business a majority of the house should be 
present, but that a majority of the house should 
constitute a quorum to do business. And then 
it proceeded to specify distincly what those 


things were which the majority could 
do. He need not say to a body 
like this, consisting in a large part of 


lawyers, that it was a well-known recognized 
rule of the constitution that where the consti- 
tution or a statute enumerated certain things 
all others were excluded. When, therefore, 
the framers of the constitution provided that 
a majority of members-elect should constitute 
aquorum to do business, they saw that if it 
stopped there, less than a quorum could do 
nothing. Therefore they had provided that 
less than a quorum could do certain things. If 
the ruling made this morning was correct, 
there was no necessity for any provision of the 
constitution defining what less than a majority 
could do. 

A majority constitutes a quorum ‘‘to do bus- 
iness.’’” Those words were not in the constitu- 
tion of New York upon which Lieutenant- 
Governor Hill’s decision had been based. The 
New York constitution provided that on the 
pone of certain bills three-fifths of the mem- 

rs should constitute a quorum, but it did not 
require three-fifths to pass a bill. On the con- 
trary it had been expressly stated by the pre- 
siding officer that a bill did pass by the vote 
which the constitution required to pass all 
bills, to which a majority of members were 
present. He wasnot saying thisto justify that 
decision, because he thoughtit was wrong. He 
did not agree with Governor Hil! that he had 
@ right to count a vote. He regretted that 
when his republican friends were obliged to 
rely on democratic precedents for their action, 
they should take the worst they could find. 
{Laughter.] There were plenty of good demo- 
cratic precedents which could be found with- 
out much difficulty. 

He then went on to argue that as the journal 
of the house was accepted by the courts of the 
country as conclusive evidence of the action 
of the house, it was absolutely necessary that 
it should record the proceedings accurately. It 
might be said that according to the ruling of 
the speaker, the journal of today was true. 
He denied absolutely the right of the presiding 
officer of the house to make the journal. [Ap- 
plause on the democratic side. ] 

The journal was a record of the proceedings 
of the house itself and could not be made sim- 
ply to show any fact that the speaker might 
wish to make. Suppose the speaker wasright, 
then one man could passa bill as well as one 
hundred and sixty. If the speaker had the 
right to make the journal, and to makea 
quorum andto have the clerk of the house, 
under his.direction, put upon the journal the 
fact that there was a quorum present, then 
there was no longer any use for representatives 
of the people in this house. [Applause on the 
democratic side.]} . 

The journal was the journal of the house 
itself, not the journal of the speaker, who was 
simply an organ of the house, and not its mas- 
ter. [Applause on the democratic side.} When 
the house had directed the yeas and nays to be 
taken and entered on the journal that was the 
only evidence of what transpired. Could it be 
safe that three or five or twenty-five 
ae pen here could pass most important 
egislation comsng before this body. Unques- 
tionably it could, if the speaker’s ruling was 
correct. It wasnoanswer to say that other 
members might vote if they wanted to. That

Play Havoc with Thousands of Acres of 
Turpentine Lands, 

VauLposta, Ga., January 29.—[Special.J— 
This section has been suffering for four or five 
months with a protracted and yet unbroken 
drought. Itis hindering all classes of works 
ing, especially the operations of naval store 
produces. There is not moisture in the ground 
to produce sap enough to fill boxes with gum, 
and the operatives have been blue for some 
weeks. Yesterday, to add to their misfortune, 
a great wind storm swept over this por- 
tion of the state, and it is learned 
here today that large rtions of Berrien, 
Lowndes, Clinch and hols counties were 
swept by fires, which .1.0t only destroyed 
millions of boxes in the turpentine farms, but 
destroyed also the fence panels by the thou- 
sands, and caused other serious losses to the 
farmers and country at large. In séme 
instances outhouses and negro cabins were 
destroyed with all their contents. There is no 
estimating now the loss. Mr. Terry, the largest 
naval store manufacturer in southern Georgia, 
says that the turpentine men are practically 
ruined. Itis hoped here that itisnot as bad 
as reported, but there are equal chances that it 
may be even worse. A citizen of Valdosta 
went thirty miles up the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railway yesterday, and returned in 
three hours, and reported that in the short inter- 
val between his goingand coming half of the 
thirty miles had been swept over by fire on 
both sides of the railroad, and that the sun 
was hidden by the clouds of smoke which al- 
most suffocated the passengers on the train. 

: Forest Fires in Doegherty.

THE STATEMENT OF GENERAL MAN- 
AGER GABBETT., 


Which Have Been Made Recently About the 
Management of the Central Road, fand 
Tells Why Trains Were Taken Off. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 29.—{Special.}— 
General-Manager Cecil Gabett, referring to 
the attacks on the Central’s mangement in the 
New York papers, said today: 

“The statement made as tothe numerous 
wrecks on the system injuring and destroying 
many cars, is grossly and maliciously incorrect. 
Except on the Columbus and Western, there 
have been no wrecks to spreak of. .On that 
division one or two derailments of freight 
trains occurred recently of a pretty serious 
character. That isto say, there were a half 
dozen or more cars badly broken up, and in 
one instance there was the loss of one life. Of 
the accident near Opelika the other day, a dis- 
patch was sent out stating that four or five 
lives had been lost. : 

THE TRUTH STATED. 

“Only the fireman was killed. On all the 
other branches of the system trains have been 
running on schedule time and without acci- 
dent. The Columbus and Western runs 
through one of the roughest sections of country 
a railroad has been built in of recent years. It 
has many sharp curves and heavy grades. 
Then it has only been in operation for a little 
over 4 yéat. Ittakes time for engineers and 
other trainmen to become accustomed to a road 

of such a nature, to learn how to: properly 
handlé their trains. The same is true of other 
roads,‘ander the same conditions elsewhere. 
The accidents on that raad, too, were due to 
orders having been misinterpreted or not 
strictly complied with.” 
THE DISCONTINUANCE OF TRAINS. 

Referring to the discontinuance of the pass- 
enger trains, the general manager said: 

“‘That was the result of a careful analysis 
made by the traffic manager and myself, con- 
clusively proving that the money we received 
from running them was not sufficient to meet 
the expense incurred. They were not paying 
us, and there was no immediate prospect that 
they would. Every day they ran the road lost 
money by the operation. Since the Central is 
run to make money and not to lose, common 
sense convinced us that it was best 
te® discontinue that part of the service. 
his was done on last Sunday. Twelve trains 
were discontinued. One ran between Atlanta 
and Macon, one between Columbus and Amer- 
icus, one between Columbusand Birmingham, 
two on the Montgomery and Eufaula, two on 
the Southwestern, one on the Port Royal road 
and four on other different branches. These 
trains were taken off for no other reason than 
that they were not paying the cost of running 
them, let alone proving a profit. 

THE ROLLING STOCK. 

‘The statement haw been made, I believe,”’ 
he continued, “that the reason some were dis- 
continued was because the road did not have 
engines enough to runthem. That is equally 
as absurd as the other statements. We have 
just received thirteen locoMotives and expect 
to receive,in the early part of next month, 
twenty more. Of the latter, sixteen will be for 
freight and two for the passenger service. The 
other two are shifters. We have an abundance 
of passenger coaches, too, and in a few days 
will add to the equipment twenty-three 
more baggage, mail and passsenger coaches. 
In addition to these, there have been ordered 
fifty cabooses, and the company is now receiv- 
ing 2,030 freight cars. These are in addition 
to an order of 1,000, the last of which were re- 
ceived in December, making 3,030 inside of a 
year. It is easy to disprove the balance of the 
dispatch about the earnings decreasing, and 
the company falling into a poor financial con- 
dition. 

THE BUSINESS INCREASED. 

“It is doing a larger business than was done 
last year, and is consequently earning more 
money. The report for the first twenty-three 
days of this month alone shows an increase 
over last January of nearly $910,000. ‘Speak- 
ing in a general manner of the condition of the 
Central, Mr. Gabbett called attention to the 
fact that every day steel rails of sixty-nine and 
a half pounds weight are being received and 
laid, “Tpbe pe the lighter rails on the main 


stem. ep Nagting of the main tem with 
stoné is also being pus ed rapi y. he com- 


pany’s crushersget out 350 cubic yards of rock a 
day for this purpose, or sufficient to lay 900. feet 
of track. The ballasting is being exceptionally 
well done, the stone being placed to a depth of 
six inches under the ties. é claims that the 
service afforded passengers was excellent, 
and cited the fact that the  state- 
ment for January 25th showed 
that twenty-two trains were run on that day 
on the main stem, nineteen on the south- 
western division, tenon the Savannah and 
Western, and fifteen on the South Carolina. 
Until the change was made there were five 
passenger trains running each way daily on 
the Montgomery and Eufaula road, entirely 
too many for the traffie that offered.’’

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Save the Forest and Save the Farm. 

The pine forests of Georgia are worth 
$160,000,000, by the moderate estimate of 
the census, and it is worth our while to take 
care of them. 

Of the sixteen billion feet standing, it is 
thouchi at least one million feet are cut an- 
mually. The census estimate made by Mr. 
W. G. Norwood, of Blackshear, only pur- 
ports to be an approximation, and may be 
much too small; but, even if we suppose the 
exient of the pine forest to be twice as large 
as it has been stated, the ground will be cut 
over at the present rate in thirty years—the 
period allowed by lumbermen for the reeov- 
ering of land by the natural growth of pine. 
In other words, we are cutting the pine crop 
about as fast as it comes to maturity, if not 
a little faster, and if the lumber business 
continues the rapid increase of the past de- 
cade, we will soon be reaping ahead of the 
harvest. Forestry in Georgia is already a 
live topic, aifecting the interests of this gen- 
eration. 

This magnificent resouree, worth half the 

turned value of the real and personal prop- 
erty of the state, excluding railroads, ought 
certainly to be carefully looked after. Well 
eared for, it is an endowment from which 
we can colicct interest every year, but, 
wastefully and wantonly squandered, it isa 
prodigal’s portion, that will dwindle away 
and leave us literally living on husks. For, 
mark you, when we lose the forests we lose 
the farms. Without their friendly offices 
Wwe would pray in yain for seasonable rains, 
and, if our thirsty prayers should be an- 
swered, we would not be able toturn the 
water to good account without the storage 
capacity of the forests. This is the way the 
guestion comes home to us, but it has a

larger application, which 
to ignore. 

The American Forestry association is 
pressing upon the attention of congress the 
absolute necessity for some protection to the 
great western forests of the national do- 
main. ‘They cover fifty to seventy-five 
million acres, and the annual loss by fire 
and depredations is $10,000,000. The sec- 
retaries of the interior during the last three 
aiministrations have recommended that 
these lands be withdrawn from sale and pro- 
tected from depredations until a commission 
of experts can determine what regions it is 
necessary to keep permanently in forest. 
This is just what the Forestry association 
asks congress to do. In its memorial the 
commitice says: 

The createst value of these forests tothe present 
and future inbabitants of the western states is in 
the assistance they render to agriculture through 
their influences on the water supply and the cli- 
mate. The mere loss of national property, though 
mecasured by millions, can be endured. The ab- 
gence of a timber supply at home can, in a meas- 
ure, be made up for by purchases from more pru- 
dent foreigners, and by the substitution of other 
materialsin the place of wood products. But 
there is absolutely nothing, natural or artificial, 
that will take the place of the mountain forests as 
@ reguiator of rain-fall and water supply. Every 
iniand region without forests is a region of long 
droughts, varied by destructive storms. Every 
mountain region without forests is a region 
whose streams, instead of watering the valleys be- 
fow with a constant and adequate flow, alter- 
mately dwindle into insignificance and swell into 
raging torrents, not only flooding the country, but 
fovering it with rocks and sands from tht moun- 
tain sides, Greatasis the damage, caused by the 
toss of mountain forests, to a region naturally 
well watered, it would render agriculture impossi- 
bie in that extensive district which has so re- 
fently begun to be rendered fertile by the use of 
frrigation. No system of reservoirs, even the 
most costly and ingenious, can take the place of 
the forests on any large scale. The most that it 
can do is to co-operate with them. 

The truth of these statements has been 
demonstrated over and over by the experi- 
ence of older nations, who have been made 
painfully aware of the necessity for taking 
care of their forests, and are now engaged 
in the tedious and costly work of replant- 

A senate committee, after careful investi- 
gation, has recently come to the conclusion 
that it will take six million dollars to irri- 
gate the rich mesas of Idaho, and an appro- 
priation of that amount will probably be 
yecommended. Natute did more for Georgia 
than Idaho, but, if we do not take care of 
the forests we have, we will at some time 
mot very remote be put to the necessity of a 
like expense for the salvation of our agricul- 
tural interests. Eventhen we cannot re- 
piace the work of forests by engineering. 
Only the slow process of replanting will 
fully repair the damage. Forests furnish 
the cheapest and best irrigation. 


Looking to Atlanta. 


In western North Carolina several coun- 
ties are discussing the question of voting aid 
to railroads. In the immediate vicinity of 
Brevard they have two lines in contempla- 
tion, and the question will be decided early 
in February as to whether aid will be voted 
to the Atlanta, Asheville and Baltimore rail- 
road or to the French Broad railroad. 

These lines pass through the most pictur- 
esque part of North Carolina, and will 
' greatly benefit in developing the vast stores 
of mineral wealth in the mountains of that 
state. ‘The Atlanta, Asheville and Balti- 
more is to be an outlet for the Baltimore and

A Great Battle Is On. 

There isa man in Washington who is 
fighting a great battle for Georgia, and upon 
the result the prosperity of a large section of 
this state is staked. : 

That man is Mr. Waite, an entomologist 
ofthe department of agriculture, and the 
army heis fighting is an army cf insects, the 
bacteria of the pear blight. They area 
feeble folk, but they are mighty to destroy. 
Though thousands of them are required to 
form a line of battle an inch long, they can 
sack and pillage a whole region in a week, 
They come without warning, as noiselessly 
as the night, without the shock or smoke of 
battle, but they leave behind them only the 
dead leafless trees, grim monuments of their 
victory.

Secretary Saunders Compiles 9 Book Show- 
ing the New Features Added to Atlanta 
During 1889. 

An increase of nearly eight hundred indus- 
tries in a year!

Every one of the enterprises represents an 
adaitional factor in Atlanta’s commerce or 


trade for ’90. 

In many there are nearly a hundred. 

In a.few more than a hundred. 

The record begins with an analytical 
che:nist located on South Broad street. 

Then it says that during the year four 
architects were added to Atlanta, and gives 
names and locations of the gentiemen. 

In ’89 art took a forward march in Atlanta, 
and two art schools and four artists opened 
places. 

Money was made easier by the addition of 
four banks—the Atlanta Exchange and Bank- 
ing company, 28 Peachtree; the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking company, corner Alabama and 
Pryor street; the Georgia Loan, Saving and 
Banking company, 254 Whitehall, and the 
Home Loan and Banking company, 94 Peach- 
tree street. 

Atlanta’s climate appears to be conducive to 
the growth of hair, for during the year ten new 
barbers and one barbers’ supply house sprang 
up. Insome there are eight and ten chairs.

An even dozen blacksmiths set up forges 
and began pounding iron for themselves in ’89. 

A good appetite is the absolute property of 
every one living in Atlanta, and the popula- 
tion increased so much during the year that 
more boarding houses were required. Today 
there are fifty-eight more boarding houses in 
the city than this time last year, and in the 
list of owners every letter of the alphabet is 
represented except ‘‘I,” ‘‘Q,’’ ‘‘V,’’ and “X.”’

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COLONEL GEORGE MERCER TELLS 
wohy HE THINKS IT WON'T WORK. 


There Is No Power Except a Man's Honor 
Which Will Make Him Keep the Con- 
tract— The State Encampment. 


The form of enlistment which was adopted 
by the military advisory board will be of little 
or no practical use. 

Colene] George A. Mercer did not return to 
his home in Savannah until yesterday evening, 
and before his departure he gave some in- 
teresting facts concerning several of the 
changes and innovations adopted by thé ad- 
yisory board. 

‘In the first place,”’ he continued, “there is 
absolutely no means in Georgia of making 
such an cniistment binding, excepting a man’s 
honor. I don’t suppese that any young man 
wishing to joinsa military association would 
hesitaie to sign any document agreeing to 
gerve one year. After he had tried it for three 
months, he can send in his resignation and 
ghould the state refuse to accept, what are 
they going todo*aboutit. He can just quit 
end there’san end of it.” 

“Then you think the enlistment law is no

“What do you think of the state encamp- 
ment ’”’ 

“Thaveno doubt that it will be of great 
assistance to the soldiers of the state and will 
do them au immense amount of good. This 
year, of course, the encampment will be a sort 
of experiment. There is no means of compell- 
ing the men to go into camp if they don’t want 
to, so we can form no idea of the number of 
companies who will take advantage of the op- 
portunity.” 

“Ts there no way of finding out fhow many 
men wi!l be at Augusta?” 

“The adjutant generalis trying to get an 
approximate number in order to find out if the 
state will have sufficient tents. He will issue 
acirculartothe capiain of every company 
asking him to notify him immediately if his 
company will be in the field, and also the num- 
ber of nen in his command. To take part in 
the encainpment the law requires that a com- 
pany shall be composed of at least twenty- 
eight enlisted men and two officers. Less than 
that number will debar a company from being 
atthe encampment. It is a problem how 
many companies will be able to muster the 
required number of men. I have no doubt 
that most of the young men would wish to go, 
but many of them may find it difficult to get 
leave of absence from their business occupa- 
tions for a week.”’ 

“You think then, thatit would benefit the 
men ?”’ 

“T have no doubt of it. It would do them 
more good than anything else. We tried it 
last year in Savannah, when one of our compa- 
nies went into camp on Tybee island. I vis- 
itedithe camp oflicially, and I found the men 
wonderfully improved. <A regular army officer 
went with them and gave them instructions, 
which have proved of lasting benefit.”’ 

“What do you think of the new state uni- 
form ?”’ 

“Tt was an improvement very much needed. 
In a regiment where eyery company is clothed 
in a different uniform from that worn by others 
the effect is grotesque, but when they are all 
clothed alike they will present a much more 
soldierly appearance. The idea of the advisory 
board was to furnish the uniforms to the troops 
for nothing, if possible. The legislature 
passed a law that in future not more 
than $1,000 of the $11,000 given by the 
federal government to support the Georgia 
militia, should be taken in arms. We, there- 
fore, will take from the government enough 
cloth to make the uniforms, and a committee 
has been appointed to ascertain what terms 
can be made with a big clothing house to make 
up the uniforms.” 

Will the soldiers be required to wear the 
state uniform at all times’?’’ 

Not by any means. When they turn out on 
any company occasion, or at their own enter- 
tainments, they wil] be allowed to wear what 
uniforms they please. When, however, they 
are called out for inspection, or when they are 
called out by the governor as state troops, they 
will be obliged to wear the regulation uni- 
form.”’

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‘To THE EprroR OF THE PREss: In your able edi- 
torial of the 12th, “‘Respectfor Lawful Methods,” 
reference 1s kindly made to myself by name, with 
a quotation from a recent card of mine published 
here, demanding that the controlling elements in 
our communities exert themselves to prevent mob 
violence. Commenting upon my objection to new 
federal election laws for the south, you say: “He 
has so far not even expressed any willingness to 
see a simple act for the use of the Australian 
ballot reform system: in electing members of the 
house of representatives placed on the statute 
books,” etc. Permit me to say at once that I now 
“expressa wi ” for any statute on that 
line that is to be universal in its application. I 
believe, further, that it is within the power of con- 
gress to provide the manner in which members of 
a State legislature shal] be elected wlien such mem- 
bers are to be called upon to select a United States 


senator. 

The power of federal authority over this subject 
has never been questioned by me. I have doubted, 
and still doubt, the policy of a republican congress 
adopting, or even proposing special sectional leg- 
islation for the purpose of overcoming an alleged 
suppression of the colored vote. ast 
experience should satisfy every one 
that if such an evil exists it cannot 
be overcome in this way. Such legislation solidi- 
fies the whites here in indifference to the civil and 

litical rights of the blacks. If the whites be- 
fieve that the blacks are the special wards of the 
nation they will feel relieved of the duty resting 
upon them as citizens in their several communi- 
ties to enforce and maintain the negro’s civil and 

olitical rights. Again,. previous elections fol- 
owing efforts by congress in this direction have 
shown that the people of the north did not favor 
this character of legislation, and the republican 
majority in congress was lost. 

Believing, as I do, that the republican policy on 
all economic issues is best for the prosperity and 
upbuilding of this section of our country, Iny 
purpose is to do whatever is in my power to retain 
that party in national control. One effort in that 
direction is to advise against measures that will 
accomplish no beneficial result here, and are not 
approved by the business sentiment of the north. 
I can say without egotism that my experience on 
these issues has been considerable. More than 
twenty years ago, during my executive term, the 
legislature of this state decided that the negro 
had no right to hold office, and expelled all its 
colored members (over thirty in number). Against 
this I protested to the legislature at the time, and 
subsequently carried the case before congress by 
memorial. The result was the adoption of the 
fifteenth amendment and the restoration of the 
colored men to their seats.§ We have also had here 
the experience of unlimited federal authority and 
federal forces at elections. 

In the light of this experience, cmp oraagtr by 
observation during the years which have inter- 
vened, I most solemnly assure you that the only 
hope for a complete, perfect and willing acquies- 
cence in and support of the black man’s rights as 
a citizen is to be found by putting the responsi- 
bility upon and leaving the duty entirely to the 
organized communities in which he finds his home 
and earns his living. The statutes already enacted, 
both state and federal, are ample. The danger to 
republican institutions here, as with you, is from 
opening the ballot box to ignorance. The “prob- 
lem’ ishow to get clear results from muddy 
sources. 

Leaders of all parties have approved the Austra- 
lian ballot reform system, and where tried in this 
country the es has been successful. There 
can be no good reason urged why Congress should 
not provide an election law to be used in all 
national elections, uniform in all the states. But 
do not attempt one system for Georgia and an- 
other for Massachusetts. I would go further in 
solving the ‘“‘problem,”’ viz. : that congress pro- 

ose an amendment to the constitution that from 
and after January 1, 1900, no person shall vote in 
any territory of the United States, or in any state 
who cannot read the constitution of the Tnited 
States in the English magnge and has not paid 
all taxes legally required. 

Commenting upon the cowardly outrage of 
which colored men have recently been subjected 
in this state and in South Carolina, you say: ‘‘The 
Press would be more hopeful for the south if all 
the intelligence and ey of it agreed 
with ex-Governor Bullock. Butsuch is not the 
case. Private advice sfrcm Barnwell, 8. C., repre- 
senting the highest possible sources of southern 
culture and imformation, show a tone of justifi- 
cation of the lynchingand shaoting. * * * The 
Press will let ex-Governor Bullock, a southerner 
and an opponent of federal interference, answer 
that plea.”” Thanks. I do not feel called upon to 
answer that plea. There is no justification for un- 
lawful methods. But 1am confident you are mis- 
taken when you assume that the “‘intelligence and 
respectability,’ of the south do not agree with 
me .in’ favoring the {supremacy of the law as 
against mob violence. 

I confidentlyjassert that there is not a man of 
that class in Georgia who will publicly announce 
that he approves.or commends mob law. If any 
fault lies at our dooritis that the ‘‘intelligence 
and respectability” in the various communities 
do not take concerted action to maintain the 
majesty of the law. The governor of South Caro- 
lina has offered large rewards for the arrest of the 
inhuman desperadees who defied the law. The 
governor of this state has been equally diligent, 
and both stand ready to support the courts and 
the officers of the glaw with the militia when 
necessary. ;

CAPTAIN SNEED’S ELECTION TO 
COMMAND THE GATE CITY GUARD. 


It Creates Quite a Sensation in Military 
Circles—A New Company Will Probably 
Be Organized. 

The change of base in the Gate City Guard 
Tuegday night was all the talk among mem- 
bers of the several military companies yester- 
day. 

Captain Hall’s resignation was not regarded 
with such surprise as was the election of Cap- 
tain Sneed to fill the vacancy. 

This was the sensation of the hour—even 
among many not actively interested in any of 
the military companies. The sudden resigna- 
tion of the other members of the Guard was 
also much talked of. 

It has been ramored for several weeks that 
some members of the Guard were casting 
around in search of a new commander, but 
Captain Sneed’s name had never been men- 
tioned for the place up to the day of his elec- 
tion. 

When Captain Sneed’s acceptance of the 
command became known through yesterday 
morning’s CONSTITUTION, it at once created 
lively comment, especially among members of 
the Atlanta Rifles, from the command of 
which company he had only a short while ago 
resigned. 

Among these it amounted almost to con- 
sternation, for the Rifles were greatly attached 
to him, and have the utmost confidence in his 
ability. 

Captain Snead is a splendid commander, and 
a great deal of the fine discipline of the Rifles 
is due to his training. He is cool and self- 
possessed on the field, and this makes him a 
formidable opponent in competitive contests. 

His ability is conceded and admired by all 
military men, and his command of the Guard 
means that that company will make a hard 
fight in coming contests. Thisis what worries 
the Rifles. Heretofore they have repeatedly 
defeated the Guard, and langhed at the idea 
of that company being able to successfully 
compete with them. But yesterday the talk 
among the Rifles indicated that they were 
stirred up—on their metal, so to speak. 

But there were others among the Rifles who 
freely expressed the opinion that the Guard 
had made a great mistake in allowing Captain 
Hall to retire, asserting that it was only 
through his excellent skill that the company 
had accomplished anything at all. 

Several predictions for the future of both 
companies were made—one that Captain Hall 
would be asked to take command of the Rifles, 
another that a new company would be or- 
ganized and turned over to him. 

The latter opinion was quite general, and 
those who held it talked knowingly about such 
a movement. It was said that already there is 
a lively movement on foot toward the organi- 
zation of a new company to be known as 
the ‘‘Grady Cadets,’’ but the name of the com- 
mander was not definitely mentioned. 

There was also much talk about a split in 
the ranks of the Rifles—that a number of the 
members of that company had announced 
their intention of resigning and following their 
old captain to his.new command. This was 
denied, however, by the Rifles, though the re- 
port was that the bolters included several offi- 
cers who would be promoted a notch in the 
Guard. 

A good deal of lung power was expended by 
enthusiasts in naming the new officers of the 
Guard. W. A. Caimp was quite frequently 
spoken of.as first lieutenant, while Sergeant 
Will Kendrick seemed to fill the billas second. 
Captain Snead will appoint his sergeants as 
soon as he is commissioned. No one was spe- 
cially mentioned for first sergeant, but the gos- 
sipers nearly ali centered upon Charlie Roberts 
for second place. 

Adjutant-General Kell yesterday issued the 
order for the election of Captain Hall’s suc- 
cessor. The election is ordered for next Tues- 
day, February 4th. 

The company holds a regular meeting to- 
morrow night. It is probable that nominations 
for lieutenants will then be made, and the 
election to fill those positions ordered at the 
same time as that of captain.

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THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day oythe Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORE, January 29.—The reactionary tem- 
per which appeared in the stock market yesterday 
became more pronounced today, and continued 
liquidations, aided by the fierce attacks upon 
some of the leading stocks by the bears, gave the 
market an irregular and excitedtone. The dis- 
tribution of business was much more even than 
during the past few days, and not all of the list 
was weak, which accounted for the extreme 
irregularity of the market. The bears were aided 
by the circulation of a report that the Union 
Pacific and Northwestern had formally withdrawn 
from the interstate association, which proved to 
be true, and also by rumors of a_ large 
bank failure, which was proved to 
be without foundation. Sugar refineries 
proved to be one of the _ principal 
desquieting features, and right at the opening it 
became evident that there was to be wide and im- 
portant fluctuations in the stock,as it opened at 62, 
against 64 last evening, and rapidly declined to 
5914. The report was that suits were to be brought 
by one of the organizers of that trust to recovera 
large sum of money, and which would bring the 
books of the trusts into court. The stock, how- 
ever, received good support at the decline and 
recovered to something above the opening 
prices, though this improvement could not 
be _iheld, and it closed something 
off from that figure. The railroad list failed to 
show such wide and rapid fluctuations, though 
some of the specialties were unusually depressed. 
Coalers were remarkably well held. Richmond 
and West Point was especially strong and more 
active than for many days, though the only rea- 
son for the advance was in all probability the very 
favorable report of the earnings on the Richmond 
and Danville.

ad, tomove their houses. 

It was recently report ed to the governor that 
g number of people on the edges of the city, in 
the direction of the Chattahocchee river, were 
erecting buildings which extend from two to 
gleven feet on to the State road’s property. 

These encroachments are on a portion of the 
poad’s property where it is absolutely necessary 
that every foot of land should be retained, be- 
cause it is the only land on which an extra 
track can be laid. The constant growth of 
the city, and the increase of the road’s busi- 
pess, makes it exceedingly probablé that an” 
extra track will be needed very soon. 

The governor, therefore, thought it best to 

take immediate steps to enforce the legal 
rights ofthe State road and clear the right-of- 
way. 
Governor Gordon said yesterday that a great 
deal of the right-of-way belonging to the road 
gould be utilized by farmers and others without 
Joss to the state. It must, however, all be 
gsed subject to the rights of the state, and 
those occupying the land must be prepared to 
leave Whenever any portion of it was required 
for the use of the road. 

Although all the trespassers were notified, 
gs far as their names could be ascertained, the 
governor thinks he may be obliged to issue a

brief proclamation, in order to prevent any | 


claims being made that they built their homes 
without being warned off the railroad’s _prop- 
erty. 

Another Atlanta Enterprise. 

Judge Peeples, of the Lawrenceville Herald, 
was at the Kimball yesterday. Inspeaking of 
the prospects of his growing town, he said: 

“The locating force on the Georgia, Caro- 
Jina and Northern railroad has now reached 
Lawrenceville and ison the way to Atlanta. 
The road is now running from Monroe, N. C., 
geventy-five miles toward the Savannah river, 
and the construction of the line has been cou- 
tracted for as far as the river. 

“The road is going to be a magnificent one, 
the money has all been paid in and the fron 
andequipments have been purchased for the 
roa. 

“In making the surveys from Jug Tavern to 
Lawrenceville the distance was~ found 
to be only sixteen and a. hai 
miles, three and a half miles shorter 
than the wagon road. It is thought that the 
distance from Lawrenceville to Atlanta will 

rove to be not more than ninety-seven miles. 

“The talk is now of beginning the work in 
Atlanta and building toward Lawrenceville, 
instead of building from the other direction, 
as was at first contemplated. The road will 
be of great benefit to Atlanta, and will de- 
velop the counties all along the line. We are 
anxious to see the trains running between 
Lawrenceville and Atlanta, and as there will 
be a meeting of the directors in a few weeks, 
when steps will probably be taken to go on 
with the work of construction. I do not think 
our wish will remain iong ungratified.”’ 


GIVEN A DEPOT. 


After Much Argument, the Shady-Dale Case 
Is Settled and a Depot Is Granted. 

After a careful consideration of the evidence 
in the Shady-Dale case, the railroad: commis- 
sion came to a decision yesterday morning, 
and handed in the following opinion: 

In the matter of the application of the citizens 
of Shady Dale and vicinity for the location of a 
depot of the Covington and Macon at Shady Dale: 

The commissioners, after hearing and consider- 
ing the testimony of this case, find that there is 
already a depot of the railroad company located 
at Machen, a distance of three-quarters of a mile, 
or a mile, from Shady Dale; they find that it 
would be a matter of convenience to the citizens 
of Shady Dale and the people living in a large 
section of the country adjacent thereto, if there 
was a depot at Shady Dale; they further find that 
the president of the railroad company, under the 
peculiar facts and circumstances, is willing to 
make an exception in this case to the general rule, 
(which is not to locate depots in such proximity to 
each other) and establish a depot at Shady Dale, 
provided the citizens at that place and persons 
interested will erect a depot building and main- 
tain the expense of an office agency there, and 
bear the expense of constructing a side track, ex* 
cept furnishing the necessary rails which the road 
will furnish ; we further find that the persons in- 
terested in the establishment of the depot at Shady 
Dale have heretofore agreed to this proposition 
and have gone forward and erected a suitable 
building for the depot. We, therefore, decide that 
the said Covington and Macon Railroad company 
locate and establish a depot at Shady Dale, upon 
the citizens of that place complying with the 
agreement herein before set out, made with the 
president of the railroad company.
